Great potato

ORGANISERS of the annual 
Ely Potato Race are looking 
to give away £2,500 to good 
causes. 

They are now ap-peeling 
for readers to nominate 
which 10 local charities and 
groups should benefit. 

Isle of Ely Produce raised 
£3,500 from the popular race 
in Ely High Street last Octo¬ 
ber. 

Hundreds lined the High 
Street to cheer on the teams 
as they sprinted along the 
half-mile course with a 20kg 
bag of spuds on their backs, 
all of which had been grown 
by Fenland farmers. 

Mayor of Ely, Ian Lindsay, 
said: “I was honoured to be 
the official starter for the Ely 
Potato Race and saw first 
hand what a great race it has 
become. 

“To raise over £2,500 too 
for local charities and groups 
is the icing on the cake. I 
urge you all to come forward 
no matter how small.”

the Cambridge Ambulance 
Service powered away from 
runners-up, Atrium Gym, in 
the potato dash. 

The team from Sylhet Res¬ 
taurant, in Ely, came third. 

The winning team was 
racing with potatoes from 
farmers D Palmer and Sons. 

Isle of Ely Produce organ¬ 
iser Oliver Boutwood said: 
“It was a fantastic race and 
we look forward to welcom¬ 
ing everyone back again 
next year. 

“To raise more than £2,500 
for charity was fantastic, and 
now we are looking for 10 lo¬ 
cal charities and groups to 
help spend it.” 

The event was put on by 
Isle of Ely Produce to cel¬ 
ebrate the region’s potato 
growers and the harvest 
festival. Alongside the three 
winning teams were 12 oth¬ 
er teams who competed in 


what was hailed the most 
keenly contested race yet. 

Groups have already been 
given £1,000 from the £3,500 
funding pot, including the 
Hereward Rotary Club of Ely, 
who helped on the day by 
marshalling the streets and 
received £200 and the Lit- 
tleport Lions Club, who got 
£ 200 . 

Ely St Mary’s CofE Primary 
School, Ely St John’s Com¬ 
munity Primary School and 
the Lantern Community 
Primary school also received 
£500 in prize money be¬ 
tween them. 

The rest went to the St 
John Ambulance service. 

Each successful group or 
charity will receive £250. 

The closing date for nomi¬ 
nations is January 31, 2017. 
All nominations will be con¬ 
sidered by the Ely mayor and 
the directors of Isle of Ely 
Produce.

GRANDPARENTS in Soham have 
covered their house in Christmas 
lights to raise money for charity. 

Helen and John Attlesey are

Charity and Dreamflight, after they 
helped grandson Jacob, 13, in 
2011, recover from epilepsy. 

Helen told the News: "Seven 
years ago Jacob became ill and 
started having seizures. But it 
got so bad that he started having 


one roughly every hour. Because 
of the impact of the seizures, he 
stopped walking, talking, eating 
and drinking. After a while, Great 
Ormond Street Hospital operated 
and removed a part of his brain. 
About 12 months later the seizures 


stopped, his brain rebooted and 
he's now back on his feet. 

"We put up the lights to give 
back to those who helped him. 

The support has been fantastic." 

The couple raised £3,000 for the 
three charities last year.

Police came in their time 
off to help the convoy safe¬ 
ly along its way as crowds 
cheered from the roadsides. 

They were welcomed at 
the hospital’s concourse by 
the Cambridge Wind Band, 
Cambridge Mayor Cllr Jere¬ 
my Benstead and characters 
from Paw Patrol and Frozen, 
as well as Addenbrooke’s 
bear mascot Brooke. 

A team of elves took in 15 
supermarket cages worth 
of toys and gifts, which will 
be given out to children on 
ward C3 and in the outpa¬ 
tients department, over the 
festive period. 

Mr Vasey said bikers had 
come from far and wide, in¬ 
cluding Thetford and Kent, 
to attend the charity drive. 

“There’re quite a few peo¬ 
ple who have a connection of 
their own to Addenbrooke’s,” 
he said. “By the time we 
bring all those people and 
they bring a couple of their 
friends it does escalate quite 


quickly. 

“It’s got to be pretty rub¬ 
bish being in hospital at 
the best of times but some 
of those kids are going to 
be there for months. Some 
of them are going through 
some pretty horrible things. 

“If families and the chil¬ 
dren can forget stuff or be 


distracted just for half an 
hour or a couple of hours, 
then we’ve done our job.”

Fire and police 
prepare to link 


MASSIVE changes to how 
Cambridgeshire’s police and 
fire services are run are now 
being thrashed out. 

The Police and Crime 
Commissioner, Jason Able- 
white, and Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough Fire Au¬ 
thority have agreed to work 
together to develop a busi¬ 
ness case to determine the 
most appropriate future 
governance model for police 
and fire. 

The commitment to work 
together was agreed at a fire 
authority meeting. 

Central government is tak¬ 
ing forward new legislation 
through the Policing and 
Crime Bill with the intention 
of enabling closer working 
between emergency servic¬ 
es. 

The new legislation will 
introduce a duty to collabo¬ 
rate on all three emergency 
services in order to improve 
efficiency and effectiveness 
and will enable one of three 
options to be pursued. 

They include where the 
police commissioner takes 
charge of the fire service

and where the services come 
under a single employer or 
where the commissioner has 
voting rights over decisions 
about the fire service. 

While the Bill is passing 
through parliament, early 
discussions have been start¬ 
ed between the Police and 
Crime Commissioner and 
the fire authority to explore 
the best way to take forward 
the opportunities arising 
from the Bill. 

Mr Ablewhite said: “I am 
delighted to be working with 
the fire authority to iden¬ 
tify the opportunities and 
benefits that could be made 
through greater collabora¬ 
tion. 

“Whilst the police, fire and 
ambulance already work 
closely together, I believe 
there is more that could be 
done to ensure the front 
line of the services can be 
protected through greater 
collaboration that also rep¬ 


resents best value for the 
taxpayer.” 

Sir Peter Brown, chairman 
of Cambridgeshire and Pe¬ 
terborough Fire Authority, 
said: “Our meeting was ex¬ 
tremely positive and we look 
forward to implementing the 
new legislation in a manner 
which meets our local needs 
and concerns. 

“Our local fire service is 
held in the highest regard by 
members of the public and 
it is important that its role 
continues to provide resi¬ 
dents of Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough with a trusted 
and respected service.” 

In addition to the govern¬ 
ance discussions, a joint 
working board has been es¬ 
tablished at an operational 
level with senior represen¬ 
tation from police, fire and 
ambulance services to look 
at the areas where collabora¬ 
tion makes sense. 

“A number of areas have 
been prioritised to investi¬ 
gate further such as special¬ 
ist equipment and skills, 
training, estates and manag¬ 
ing vulnerable people.

Proposals leave 
me concerned 

Re Haddenham Community Land 

Trust drop-in event 

THIS was an excellently presented 

event with a great number attending 

to view the first publicity of the 

proposals. 

I was more interested in the overall 
concepts and had taken the liberty 
of posing a few concerns to the 
trust before the event. None were 
satisfactorily answered. 

I had enquired why East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) aka Palace Green Homes 
wanted £2.59 million profit out of the 
scheme. 

It became apparent to me that the 
project was being essentially run by 
ECDC councillors for the benefit of 
ECDC rather than the village and that 
they are unwilling to consider asking 
other developers to put in proposals 
in order that villagers can assess the 
benefits or otherwise of using Palace 
Green Homes as developer. 

The trust seem to consider giving 
ECDC £2.59 million profit to help 
keep district council taxes low as the 
better option than providing more 
affordable housing for the village. 

The only comment that was 
provided as to why only 16 affordable 
houses were being proposed, even 
though this was less than ECDC ask 
commercial developers to provide, 
less than the Stretham scheme (that 
also included for the provision of a 
doctors surgery that I understand is no 
longer required) was that it was what 
was left after Palace Homes took their 
28% nett profit. No compromise was 
being considered. 

With costings at a very early stage 
I asked that if savings were made 
on the estimates would the village 
benefit from an additional affordable 
house or would Palace Green Homes 
profit go up. Probably the latter was 


indicated. 

I was made aware that the 
proposed scheme had fewer houses 
than normal for this type of project 
with additional space given over for 
green spaces. I personally do not 
like the current trend in getting the 
maximum number of units per acre, 
but I am a realist and am aware that 
building land is very limited. 

I am not sure that the next 
generation of villagers looking for 
affordable rented homes will be 
happy to be told that there are none 
but look at all the green spaces, 
spaces that are expensive and difficult 
to maintain, although Palace Green 
Homes are in the frame to be paid to 
maintain them. 

I understand that The Community 
Land Trust is meant to be accountable 
to the village but I came away with 
the distinct impression that their 
agenda was distinctly political and 
they seem unwilling to show why or 
how decisions have been logically 
made or whether the trust executive 
is promoting the village or ECDC. 

This lack of transparency and the 
unwillingness to consider alternatives 
is worrying.

- a very small margin indeed, but 
no doubt sufficient to render the 
Brexiteers hell bent on thwarting what 
they are currently calling "the will of 
the people".

TWO boat clubs may be neighbours on 
the same stretch of the Great Ouse, but the 
funding gap between the two has left one 
feeling disgruntled. 

The News received a letter following cov¬ 
erage of the opening of the new £5 million 
Cambridge University boat house, com- 
' plaining that the contrast between facili¬ 
ties at the university club and those of the 
Isle of Ely Rowing Club (IoERC) is stark. 

Set up 12 years ago, the community- 
run Isle of Ely Rowing Club comprises two 
small prefab huts in a poor state of repair, 
outdoor boat racks and a ship’s container. 

One hut is used by local members and 
the other by British Rowing Start Team 
junior athletes as well as patients from the 
a Brain Injury Rehabilitation Trust, in Ely. 

A concerned parent wrote: “In the one 
for use of the other members there is lim¬ 
ited electricity and a very basic kitchen but 
also no heating. You can imagine how dire 
these facilities are in the winter, especially 
if someone falls in!” 

Members managed to raise enough 
money to buy a secondhand 60ft portable 
building, but they still require £10,000 to fit 
it out with toilets, changing areas, showers, 
a kitchen and storage facilities.

Opened earlier this month, the alumni- 
funded state-of-the-art facility has become 
a training ground for the university’s scholar 
athletes. 

Responding to allegations of “elitism” and 
“exorbitant rent”, Ely project manager Ewan 
Pearson said: “We designated an acre of our 
site for Isle of Ely RC should they wish to 
move across the river, and for example use 
our landing stages and wet dock. 

“No sum was specified to rent this area, 
instead the very early indication we gave 
was that it would be a sum that was afford¬ 
able to Isle of Ely RC and to us.” 

The university intends to develop its rela¬ 
tionship with the Ely community, with new 
regattas, Head races and training camps. 

Responding to the complaint Teresa said: 
“At one point we had hoped to move to the 
site opposite with CUBC. However, the cost 
of developing the one-acre set aside for our 
club was simply too expensive for a club of 
only 120 members. 

“Resources are limited, however, and, 
if an outside organisation or well-wisher 
is able to help in any way, such assistance 
would be very much appreciated.”

O ur local 

healthcare 

is 

important. 
We know that 
residents want care 
delivered locally. 

This is clear from the 
fact that thousands of 
people have signed 
a petition to press 
for our services at 
the Princess of Wales 
to be retained. The 
Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Clinical 
Commissioning 
Group (CCG) are 
responsible for 
commissioning health 
care services in the 
area. The need for 
local delivery of care 
is also clear from the 
CCG's own report, Fit 
for the Future, which 
identifies that when 
they held listening 
events in 2015 
they were told that 
when we need care 
urgently, we 'would 
rather use a local 
service than be sent 
to A&E' and that we 
'want care as close to 
home as possible'. 

So I think it is 
important that we 
retain the walk 
in service at the 
Princess of Wales 
in Ely. To that end, 

I have attended 
public meetings with 
residents and the 
CCG and private 
meetings with the 
CCG. I have also 
raised the issue with 
the Prime Minister in 
Parliament. 

Only last week I 
attended a meeting 
of Cambridgeshire 
MPs together with 
Simon Stevens, the 
Chief Executive 
of the NHS, Tracy 
Dowling, the Chief 
Officer of the CCG 
and other regional 
officers, where 
together the regional 
MPs impressed upon 


the NHS and the 
CCG the importance 
of local care and, in 
particular, the value 
of the Princess of 
Wales in Ely. 

I am pleased that 
the CCG is listening 
to the views of 
local people. In 
the Sustainability 
and Transformation 
Plan dated October 
2016 the CCG 
talked about their 
local engagement 
stating that "taking 
this feedback into 
account, we have 
identified significant 
opportunities to 
deliver more joined 
up, effective, and 
efficient local 
urgent primary care 
services". Whilst 
they stress that no 
formal decisions have 
been taken, "we are 
now working with 
local stakeholders to 
develop the details 
behind a number 
of options including 
the development of 
three rural urgent 
primary care hubs 
which will initially 
focus on integrating 
local primary care, 
MIU and community 
services." 

As the CCG have 
stressed no decision 
has been finally 
taken. But I am 
pleased that they 
are moving in the 
right direction and I 
will continue to fight 
to ensure that the 
services provided at 
the Princess of Wales 
will be retained.

Warning after 
fake toys seized 


A MASSIVE haul of 10,000 
counterfeit and potentially 
dangerous toys were seized 
in a raid on a home in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

The counterfeit toys were 
linked to main popular 
children’s characters, pro¬ 
grammes and films as well as 
well known brands including 
Disney Frozen, Despicable 
Me, Peppa Pig, BigHero6, 
Pokemon, Secret Life of Pets, 
Paw Patrol and Hello Kitty. 

Present buyers are now 
being asked to make sure 
they don’t buy fake toys this 
Christmas after the haul was 
seized in a raid by police and 
Trading Standards officers 
this week. 

Following the incident, 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council Trading Standards 
are warning people to make 
sure any toys they buy are 
from a reputable trader and 
have all the correct labelling. 

Investigations are still on¬ 
going but offences include 
inappropriate labelling and 
toys that could be a choking

hazard. 

The operation followed 
products intercepted at UK 
borders by Trading Stand¬ 
ards. 

Emma Butterfield, of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil Trading Standards, said: 
“Christmas is a time of joy 
and giving but after finding 
these large quantity of coun¬ 
terfeit toys we are warning 
people to check before they 
buy. 

“Toys go through a series 
of rigorous safety checks be¬ 
fore they go on sale as fake 
ones can kill. Even Santa 
and his elves get the toys 
they make certified so please 
make sure you also have a 
safe Christmas.” 

In recent weeks, Border 
Force officers have also 
made seizures of 100 plastic 
wands in boxes featuring im¬ 
ages from the hit Warner Bros 
Harry Potter films, as well as 


more than 3,000 counterfeit 
cuddly toys featuring char¬ 
acters from Pokemon, Nin¬ 
tendo and Minecraft. Alto¬ 
gether the seized items have 
an estimated retail value of 
approximately £65,000. 

Taylor Wilson, Border 
Force assistant director 
at Stansted Airport, said: 
“Counterfeiters know what 
the ‘must have’ toys are and, 
as these seizures at Stansted 
demonstrate, are content to 
spoil a child’s Christmas with 
inferior fakes if it represents 
an opportunity for them to 
cash in. 

“They have no interest 
in ensuring their products 
meet safety standards and 
we would urge consumers 
to be careful with their pur¬ 
chases.”

In 2076, the property market 
I showed resilience despite plenty 
I of seismic shocks to the system. 
Mark Peck , head of residential sales at 
Cheffins, has given his annual review 
of the market in Ely with a forecast of 
what to expect in the New Year. 

With stamp duty changes, Brexit, 
Trump and more recently the shock 
announcements around the lettings 
industry in the Autumn Statement, 
it has been quite the year for the 
property market.

The Maldives offers 
more than just the 
promise of paradise, 
discovers KAREN 
BOWERMAN 

I DON'T know how it happened, 
but having popped off to powder 
my nose, I'm now dancing in 
delight, with a stranger in 
paradise. 

I'm in the Maldives, a country 
which offers the ultimate in laidback 
luxury. Set in the Indian Ocean, it 
has pristine sands, turquoise 
lagoons and tropical fish that 
sparkle and shimmer. 

So why am I about to rave over my 
resort's restrooms, which is where 
I'm presently dancing? 

They're such a joyous discovery 
with their sea-dappled walls, 
whales' tails, photo booth, and 
life-sized pictures of mermaids. 

They represent to me, the 
beginning of a love affair. Not with 
the guy I bumped into and jived and 
joked with, but with LUX South Ari 
Atoll, a resort which offers more 
than just the Maldives. But I'll come 
back to that later. 

The Maldives is a chain 
of 26 atolls, 700km 
southwest of Sri Lanka. 

The southern isles 
include Hulhule, 
home to the 
international airport 
in the capital, Male, 
and Dhidhoofinolhu, 
where you'll find LUX 
South Ari Atoll. 

As we approach, by 
seaplane, the view is 
stunning: palm-covered 
islands, each with a cyan-blue halo, 
float like lily pads on a sapphire sea. 
We glide to a halt across the water 
and within minutes, I feel like a 
glamorous castaway. 

Our villa, with its palm thatch and 
courtyard pool, opens onto a white 
beach; two loungers, framed by 
coconut trees, face the ocean. 

My husband and I go for a dip, 
enjoy a rose-pink sunset, and watch 
the night sky flood with stars. 

The next morning we're sitting, in 
dazzling sunshine, on the roof of a 
dhoni, a Maldivian fishing boat, 
scanning the sea for shadows. 

Tina, LUX South Ari Atoll's marine 
biologist, knows what to look for - a 
shape she describes as belonging to 
"the biggest smile in the ocean" 
We're searching for harmless 
whale sharks, the largest fish in 
the world, the biggest recorded 
being 12.65m long and weighing 
21.5 tonnes.

White Sands 
Reef, just 
minutes from 
our resort, is 
one of best 
places to find 
them. Incredibly, 
we're in luck... 

"He's coming towards us!" 
Tina shouts. "Quick! Get in!" We grab 
our fins and jump into the sea. 

Moments later, a flattened head 
emerges from the shadows; you 
can't miss the colossal "smile" 

The shark's 4m long, a juvenile. I 
swim beside it for quite a few 
minutes, close enough to feel part of 
its world. The spotted giant cruises 
against the current, sweeping the 
water for food. Then it disappears, 
ghost-like, into the deep. 

Another day I spot a green turtle 
diving below. Its patterned shell 
glints in the sunlight, as if a huge 
emerald has been lost at sea. 

Where the reef drops away, I come 
across parrotfish, powder blue 
surgeonfish and a shoal of black and 
white pennant coralfish that sink 
and rise with the waves. 

I hold my breath and notice 
munching sounds; it's a lilac and 
lime parrotfish, nibbling at dead 



coral as it cleans the 
reef. Occasionally, it 
excretes a cloud of sand. 

"Kids love it when I 
tell them they're walking 
on parrotfish poop," Tina 
says as we return to the 
shore. 

At one end of LUX South Ari 
Atoll - one of the largest resort 
islands in the Maldives at almost 
2km - is the lagoon, the crystal 
clear water lined with brightly 
coloured bean bags. 

We sit at the bar and listen to 
reggae with a bottle of rose, and a 
glance at the menu tempts us to try 
something. We delight in a salmon 
and red snapper carpaccio and the 
freshest tuna tartare we've tasted. 

At East Market, an Asian market- 
style buffet built over the water, we 
wander among sacks of rice and 
baskets of beans, to stalls of 
steaming dim sum and cook-to- 
order curries and stir fries. 

A joke with chef Pong results in 
my husband cooking his own Thai 
green curry, ladling in coconut milk 
and flavouring it with fresh 
lemongrass.

We spend our last two days in an 
extremely stylish overwater villa, 
with a nautical feel, a private pool 
and steps leading into the lagoon. It's 
the perfect place for lingering. 

But, there again, so is the spa. We 
go for a couple's massage but within 
seconds, my husband's asleep. I leave 
him snoozing and slip into the pool. 

The sky turns peach, the sand 
glows gold and the hum of the 
departing seaplane reminds me we'll 
be on it tomorrow. But for now, my 
wish is to wallow in paradise. 

They say the whale shark has the 
biggest smile in the Maldives.

Audi connects car to 
city’s infrastructure 



I F you know in advance when a 
traffic light will switch from red to 
green, your driving is more relaxed 
and efficient. Audi is the first car 
manufacturer to connect the car to 
the city infrastructure - an important 
step towards autonomous driving. In 
Las Vegas Audi A4 and Q7 models are 
now able to display traffic-light phases 
directly in the car. Further US cities 
will follow, and introduction of the 
system is planned in Europe. Traffic 
Light Information optimises traffic 
flow, saves valuable time and reduces 
environmental impact. 

Audi of America is cooperating 
with several cities in North America 
to upgrade the infrastructure for 
Vehicle-to-lnfrastructure (V2I) 
technology. "For the first time, our 
cars are exchanging data with traffic 
infrastructure in real time. Drivers can 
adapt their behaviour to the situation 
and move through city traffic in a 
much more relaxed and controlled 
way," says Andreas Reich, head of 
Electronics Pre-Development at AUDI 
AG. "We increase energy efficiency 
when we connect our Audi models 
to smart cities. Further V2I services 
will follow, making the car into an 


interactive mobile device. We see 
autonomous driving as the end of this 
development." 

As a first step, all Audi A4 and 
Q7 models produced for the US 
market since June and equipped 
with Audi connect have this function 
on board. In the US, municipal 
traffic management centres will 
communicate the traffic-light data 
to Audi's project partner Traffic 
Technology Services TTS. Here the 
data are prepared and sent to the on¬ 


board computer in the Audi via a fast 
Internet connection, for example 4G/ 
LTE, in real time. 

The first function of the Traffic 
Light Information V2I component is 
called Time-to-Green. In the Audi 
virtual cockpit or head-up display, 
drivers see whether they will reach 
the next light on green while travelling 
within the permitted speed limit. If 
not, a countdown is provided of the 
time remaining until the next green 
phase - and drivers can throttle back

in good time. Pilot projects in Europe 
have shown that drivers exercise more 
foresight thanks to this information 
about traffic lights. This has a 
beneficial overall effect on traffic flow. 
"In our tests the number of cars that 
had to brake to a standstill in traffic 
fell by around 20 perc ent. This saved 
time for the driver and also made fuel 
savings of about 15 per cent in the 
pilot project," says Michael Zweck, 
project manager for Audi Traffic Light 
Information. 

Audi also intends to introduce 
the technology in Europe. In Berlin, 
Ingolstadt, Garmisch-Partenkirchen 
and Verona there have already been 
extensive pilot projects. In Berlin 
alone, some 700 traffic lights in the 
inner city have been connected to 
the service. Across Europe, however, 
unified data standards and digital 
infrastructure do not exist. 

First of all, Audi customers will use 
this service, but the development 
work Audi is investing in these traffic- 
light systems will be of benefit to 
customers of other brands in future.
